THE CAPE PLAYHOUSE 
NOTES ON THE PLAYERS 


DONALD BRIAN, known to theatre 
goers as the man who made the ‘Merry 
Widow Waltz” famous. Born in Boston, 
he began his career as a choir boy, 
formed his own quartet while in his 
early teens, and went on tour with 
“Shannon of the Sixth’ a melodrama 
playing everywhere from village barns to 
city opera houses. After serving a fur- 
ther apprenticeship with a medicine 
show, migrated to New York and broke 
into musical comedy. Was four years 
with George M. Cohan in “Little Johnny 
Jones,” “Forty-Five Minutes From Broad- 
way” and “Twenty Five Miles From 
Boston.” Was eight years under man- 
agement of Charles Frohman, playing 
leads in “The Dollar Princess,” ‘Marry- 
ing Mary,’ “The Girl From Utah,” and 
in “Sybil” with Joseph Cawthorne, and 
Julia Sanderson. Played 110 consecutive 
weeks as the Prince in “The Merry Wid- 


ow.” More recently Mr. Brian has been 
seen in a number of dramatic produc- 
tions, his last engagement being on 


Broadway, where he succeeded Thomas 
Mitchell in the leading role of “Fly 
Away Home” the comedy of Cape Cod 
life, in which he will be seen at the 
Cape Playhouse next week. 


PHILIP HUSTON should be _ pretty 
familiar to Playhouse patrons, having 
played here several seasons. In fact it 
is his continuous engagement here that 
has convinced this young man that he 
was cut out for an actor. Previously he 
had tried selling autos, being a life- 
guard, reporting for a newspaper, writ- 
ing short stories, drawing cartoons, driv- 
ing a truck and being a professional base- 
ball player. Infatuation for an actress 
finally led him to the stage, where his 
rise was so rapid that he became lead- 
ing man for Eugenie Leontovich in “Ro- 
mance,” leaving that engagement to re- 


turn to his favorite theatre—the Cape 
Playhouse. . 
ROBERT SLOANE, one of the few 
native New Yorkers, left Dartmouth 
without attending the graduating exer- 
cises, (although he graduated) in order 
to fill his first professional stage engage- 
ment. He inherited his ability and his 
love of the theatre from his mother pro- 
fessionally known as Geraldine Sloane. 
The family craving for things theatrical 
even extends to his brother Jerry, now 
in pictures in Hollywood. Despite his 
age, already a veteran, young Sloane has 
played in a large number of productions, 
among them ‘“‘Twentieth Century,” ‘Heat 
Lightning,” ‘The Locked Room,” “Come 
What May” and ‘Ladies’ Money.” 
DOROTHY BLACKBURN is one of 
the few women who have successfully 
combined a stage career with marriage 
and society. She has lived all her life 
in Bronxville, one of New York’s fash- 
ionable suburbs, and her career has been 
remarkable for the number of long-run 
plays in which she has appeared. Her de- 
but was made in “Lightnin’” with the 
late Frank Bacon which played continu- 
ously for five years. Later she appeared 
with Leslie Howard in “Berkeley 
Square”, with Billy Burke in “The Vine- 
gar Tree” and with Frank Craven in 
“The 19th Hole.” She recently appeared — 
for Mr. Moore in “It’s A Wise Child” at 
his theatre in St. Petersburg, Fla. 
EDA HEINEMANN is another player 


whose face will be familiar to last sea- | 


son’s patrons of the Playhouse. Born in 
Japan, Miss Heinemann began her the- 
atrical career by lecturing on the drama 
at various colleges. She began her ac- 
tual stage career with Otis Skinner, and 
later played with Mrs. Pat Campbell, 
and Ann Southerland. She created sever- 
al roles in New York for the Theatre 
Guild, and spent all last season touring 
for that organization in ‘Ah, Wilder- 
ness’ with George M. Cohan.
